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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant asserts that Cass does not teach a 
labeled target. The assertion is noted, however the claim is drawn to measuring an amount of labeled target captured by the probe. 
Cass teaches measuring the amount of target captured, which upon capture, the target is labeled via the relieved quenching of the 
capture probe (Example 1). Applicant further asserts that Cass does not teach a labeling compound bonded to the substrate. The 
argument is noted, however, the reference (as cited in the office action) specifically teaches "a fluor-quencher is linked to the surface" 
(Column 9Jines 60-62). . 
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
